William  Shakespeare's 

The  Tempest 


In  the  fall,  MUS  once  again  delighted 
audiences  with  its  magical  production  of 
Shakespeare's  The  Tempest.  This  was  a 
unique  experience  for  everyone  involved 
for  a  number  of  reasons.  Shakespearean 
plays  are  rarely  done  at  MUS,  so  The 
Tempest  gave  many  actors  the  chance  to 
work  with  a  Shakespearean  play  for  the 
first  time  outside  of  the  classroom. 
Directed  by  Mr.  Saunders  and  designed 
by  Mr.  Eikner,  auditions  were  held  a  year 
in  advance  to  allow  full  preparation  for 
the  show  in  the  fall  of  2004.  Using  the 
latest  technology,  Mr.  Saunders 
incorporated  video  footage  shot  during 
the  summer  prior  to  the  show  into  the 
prologue,  epilogue,  and  masque  scenes  in 
the  show.  Also,  for  the  masque  scene, 
Mr.  Saunders's  son  wrote  a  classically 
upbeat  ballad  for  the  three  spirits;  Juno 
(SMS's  Morgan  Beckford),  Ceres  (SMS's 
Heather  Nadolny),  and  Iris  (SBA's 
Tierney  Bamrick).  The  cast  paid  close 
attention  to  the  text  and  spent  many  a 
rehearsal  analyzing  Shakespeare's 
intentions.

(Alex  Chinn)  and  Sebastian  (Danny 
Travis),  along  with  the  whole  crew  of 
the  ship,  including  Miranda's  suitor, 
Ferdinand  (Will  Hickman),  and  the 
drunks  Stephano  (Ed  Porter)  and 
Trinculo  (SMS's  Mari  Earle).  Prospero's 
intricate  plan  unfolds  throughout  the 
show  and  the  play  is  filled  with  magic 
and  intrigue.

MUS  in  Guatemala 


The  summer  of  2004  will  forever  dwell  in  the 
hearts  of  the  daring  MUS  eleven  who  journeyed  to 
Antigua,  Guatemala.  Their  purpose  was  to  acquire  a 
better  appreciation  of  the  language  and  culture 
through  complete  immersion.  Along  with  Mrs.  Mindy 
Broadaway  and  Mr.  Jose  Hernandez,  these  students 
enjoyed  three  weeks  of  non-stop  excitement:  soccer, 
rock  climbing,  sightseeing,  and,  yes,  even  learning. 
The  students  spent  twenty- five  hours  a  week  in  a  one- 
on-one  tutorial  with  local  teachers  at  the  Christian 
Spanish  Academy.  They  also  had  the  pleasure  of 
staying  with  several  Guatemalan  families  and 
experiencing  true  local  culture.   During  the  weekends 
the  group  left  their  families  and  traveled  to  different 
sights  around  Guatemala:   climbing  ancient  Mayan 
ruins  in  the  city  of  Tikal,  hiking  up  an  active  volcano, 
and  visiting  small  towns  around  Lake  Atitlan.

While  these  assets  contribute  to  MUS,*pur  identity  is  not  complete 
without  the  Honor  System,  an  essential  part  of  our  uniqueness.  The  founders  of  the 
school  believed  that  a  community  of  trust  would  be  vital  to  a  first-rate  institution. 
They  looked  to  the  University  of  Virginia  for  such  an  environment  and  system  as  a 
model  for  the  beginning  of  our  Honor  System.  Instituted  at  the  old  MUS  and 
reestablished  in  1954  with  the  new  school,  the  system  aims  to  "". . .  foster  a  high  spirit 
of  honor  at  Memphis  University  School . . .  and  to  investigate  and  to  act  upon  cases  of 
cheating,  stealing,  or  lying  on  the  part  of  students  in  connection  with  academic  work 
or  campus  life."  The  system  binds  men  by  their  honor  to  uphold  the  highest 
standards  of  truth  and  allows  the  MUS  collective  body  to  meld  into  a  community. 

The  Honor  System  thrives  as  a  result  of  the  students  and  thU  Honor  Council  who 
act  as  its  guardians.  Any  student  that  witnesses  an  infraction  of  the  honor  code  is 
obligated  by  the  pledge  he  gives  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  to  ieport  the  offence. 
We  consider  it  an  irreplaceable  benefit  to  our  institution,  and  weiftrive  to  maintain  the 
atmosphere  of  trust  that  the  system  creates.  For  the  2004-2005  Honor  Council,  the 
students  selected  Phillip  Flinn,  Weller  Drennon,  and  Alex  Guytoh,  to  serve  as 
President,  Vice  President,  and  Secretary,  respectively.  Also  elected  were  Hunter

Smythe,  was  named  this  past  year  to  the  school's  Robert  J.  Hussey,  Sr.,  Chair  of  Religion.  Under 
Mr.  Smythe*  s  guidance,  the  department  has  provided  a  solid  background  in  religion  for  MUS 
students.  Students  begin  their  spiritual  journeys  with  an  Introduction  to  the  Old  Testament  in 
seventh  grade,  taught  by  Headmaster  Ellis  Haguewood  and  Biblemaster  Elliot  Dent.

Although  most  MUS  students  (hopefully)  have  a  grasp  of  the  English  language, 
learning  a  foreign  language  is  an  entirely  new  and  challenging  experience.  The 
wonderful  teachers  of  the  language  department  do  their  best  to  help  develop 
students'  ability  to  read,  write,  speak,  and  understand  one  of  several  foreign 
languages.   No  matter  what  their  chosen  language,  students  will  no  doubt  find 
themselves  studying  an  endless  number  of  flashcards,  memorizing  extensive 
vocabulary  lists,  learning  many  rules  of  grammar,  and  communicating  with  their 
teachers  and  fellow  classmates.   Although  one  may  wonder  whether  they  will  ever 
use  the  subjunctive  tense  outside  of  school,  MUS  students  learn  a  foreign  language 
because  it  teaches  them  to  reason  and  think  when  dealing  with  a  different  and 
complex  subject. 

In  the  Lower  School,  instruction  in  Spanish  is  offered  in  the  seventh  grade,  and 
all  students  are  required  to  take  Latin  I  in  the  eighth  grade.   Upon  entering  the 
Upper  School,  students  may  continue  to  take  Latin,  or  they  may  opt  to  take  Spanish, 
French,  or  German,  a  new  course  added  this  year.

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With  a  new  year  came  a  new  program  and  new  faces  for  the  MUS  science 
department.   Starting  this  year,  a  revised  sequence  of  courses  pushes  several  subjects 
back  a  grade  level. 

As  lower  schoolers,  MUS  students  are  given  a  broad  introduction  to  laboratory 
science.   Seventh-graders  kick  off  their  exploration  of  the  "hard"  sciences  with  a  semester 
of  Coach  Beck's  "rockin"  Earth  Science  course.  Throughout  the  semester,  students  learn 
about  the  inner  workings  of  the  Earth  and  its  larger  physical  characteristics.   In  eighth 
grade,  students  gain  valuable  lab  experience  in  their  study  of  Introductory  Physical 
Science  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Olson  and  Mr.  Matthews. 

In  the  upper  school,  students  are  introduced  to  the  three  pillars  of  modern  science 
Biology,  Chemistry,  and  Physics.   Biology  —  taught  by  gurus  Mr.  Saunders  and  Coach 
Taylor  and  newcomers  Mr.  Smith  and  Ms.  Lawrence  ~  is  the  most  populated  science 
course  this  year.  Juniors  and  seniors  can  opt  to  prepare  for  the  AP  Biology  exam  with 
Coach  T  as  their  guide.   Chemistry  is  another  requirement  in  the  upper  school,  and  it  is 
taught  by  the  Science  Department  Head,  Mr.  Shaw,  and  new  arrival  Mr.  Polk,  who  also 
teaches  a  new  Honors  Chemistry  course.   Other  new  courses  this  year  include  Mr. 
Olson's  Astronomy  and  Coach  Beck's  Geology,  elective  courses  in  which  "spacing  out" 
and  "rocking  out"  are  highly  encouraged.   Students  finish  off  their  scientific  pursuits  by 
studying  Physics  with  Mr.  Olson  or  by  taking  one  of  two  AP  Physics  classes  with  Mr.

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When  an  MUS  student  thinks  "history,"  the  thought  is  often  followed  by  a 
sigh.   After  all,  the  history  curriculum  at  MUS  involves  pondering  over  old 
governments,  nations,  and  cultures;  examining  the  reign  of  numerous 
monarchs,  dictators,  and  other  such  leaders;  and  discussing  theoccasional  war 
or  two.   Although  history  sometimes  appears  to  be  a  trying  subject,  it  is  very 
important  for  students  to  receive  an  education  about  the  significance  of  past 
events  and  their  influence  on  the  modern*  world's  present  and  future.   Directed 
by  the  patient  and  remarkable  teachers  in  the  history  department,  students  turn 
their  attention  toward  the  past  as  they  learn  about  all  aspects  of  history,  from  the 
rigins  of  ancient  civilizations  to  the  emergence  of  today's  nations. 
Under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  John  Harkins,  the  history  department  redesigned 
the  curriculum  this  year  by  creating  a  more  detailed  U.S.  History  program, 
starting  in  the  tenth  grade,  that  coincides  with  American  Literature.   Next  year, 
this  grade  will  take  European  History,  which  correlates  with  British  Literature. 
Also,  a  semester  of  American  Colonial  History  is  offered  in  the  ninth  grade  to 
provide  time  for  a  more  thorough  study  of  recent  U.S.  History  the  next  year. 
With  the  new  course  selection  and  same  great  faculty,  this  year  has  shaped  up  to 
be  a  grand  one  for  the  history  department.

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Twenty-four  rising  seniors,  including  three  from 
Hutchison,  spent  a  few  weeks  of  their  summer  in  Ireland  and 
France  as  part  of  the  MUS  in  Europe  program.  The  course, 
taught  by  Mr.  Askew  and  Mrs.  Crippen,  focused  on  Ireland's 
literary  renaissance  and  the  landscape  that  affected  much  of 
that  writing.  MUS  in  Europe  students  studied  mainly  the 
works  of  the  great  Irish  poet  William  Butler  Yeats  and  the 
renowned  prose  writer  James  Joyce. 

The  group  first  visited  Ireland  and  was  able  to  experience 
the  rich  Irish  culture  and  beautiful  landscape.  The  students 
saw  the  fascinating  places  described  in  Yeats'  and  Joyce's 
works.  After  taking  in  the  Irish  landscape  and  studying  the 
literature  firsthand,  the  group  traveled  to  Dr.  Dalle's  lovely 
chateau  in  the  French  countryside,  a  place  that  provided  the 
best  accommodations  for  a  detached  study  of  Ireland.

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After  last  season,  expectations  for  the  Owls  were  not  very  high.  The  local  press,  preseason  scouting  reports,  and 
even  those  in  the  MUS  community  predicted  a  mediocre  season  finished  by  a  loss  in  the  playoffs.  No  one  expected 
the  turnaround  that  would  lead  MUS  to  the  highest  level  of  high  school  sports. 

The  preseason  was  the  start  to  what  would  turn  into  a  magical  year.  If  you  ask  anyone  connected  to  the  football 
am  why  they  were  so  successful,  one  of  the  answers  would  surely  be  senior  leadership.  The  leadership,  mainly 
illustrated  by  captains  Joey  Friend,  Warren  Grimm,  and  Kane  Alber,  was  also  exemplified  by  a  group  of  seniors 
who  pushed  those  around  them  to  prepare  mentally,  in  the  weightroom,  and  on  the  field. 

As  practice  in  pads  started,  the  team  was  focused  on  their  first  test  against  Memphis  East,  but  the  phrase  "State 
hamps"  was  on  everyone's  mind.  The  team  platooned  this  year  allowing  no  one  to  go  both  ways.  This  recent 
change  gave  the  Owls  the  advantage  of  endurance  over  larger  teams  like  East,  Wooddale,  and  Brentwood. 

On  August  23,  the  Owls  sprang  to  life  with  their  potent,  balanced  offense,  and  unyielding  defense.  In  an  away 
game  in  Jackson,  Mississippi,  the  Owls  rolled  over  the  Jackson  Prep  Patriots.  Fan  support  only  grew  for  MUS  as  the 
students,  teachers,  and  alumni  rallied  around  the  team  and  showed  overwhelming  support  shouting  "I  believe". 
MUS  overcame  cross-town  rivals  like  ECS,  Briarcrest,  and  Wooddale  while  dominating  their  Super  Seven 
conference,  losing  only  one  mistake-riddled  game  to  Baylor.  The  regular  season  ended  strongly  with  a  memorable 
win  over  mortal  enemy  CBHS. 

The  postseason  started  with  a  bye  for  MUS  as  they  automatically  progressed  to  the  semifinals  where  they  would 
face  either  MBA  or  Baylor  at  MUS.  MBA  met  MUS  in  a  hard-fought  struggle  that  was  ultimately  decided  by  a 
reverse  pass  from  J.D.  Lawhorn  to  J. P.  Zdancewicz  and  a  pivotal  blocked  field  goal  by  junior  safety  Donnie  Malmo. 
After  the  emotionally  charged  game,  the  Owls  prepared  to  go  where  only  a  few  MUS  teams  have  been:  the  State 
Championship. 

In  the  Clinic  Bowl  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  MUS  would  play  powerhouse  Brentwood  Academy  for  the  title.  The 
game  started  with  Brentwood's  returning  the  kickoff  for  a  touchdown  and  then  intercepting  on  MUS's  first 
possession,  but  the  team  would  not  be  denied.  By  holding  Brentwood  on  fourth-down  stands  and  pushing  the 
Eagles  up  and  down  the  field,  the  Owls  returned  to  the  glory  that  has  eluded  them  for  nineteen  years,  and  they 
finally  celebrated  a  state  championship. 

Congratulations  goes  out  not  only  to  the  football  team,  but  also  to  the  outstanding  fans!  This  win  is  a  win  for 
the  school  and  for  everyone  in  the  MUS  community.
